Paper, analysts haw been faced with the- alternatives of relegating such 
studies to their files or laboriously typing them up as aoraaranduae , Even 
when it is possible to recommend publication, the paper is subject to ths 
usual delays in processing and Imposes an extra burden on St/PB. For these 
reasons it might be advisable to institute a new oatagory of informal 
Research Aid, which would be reproduced by the branch after approval by Ch/l 
and only cursory treatment by Si/PB, Such a report could carry a standard
